The deep interest which 
we take in their indepeodence, which we bave 
acknowledged, and in their erjoyment cf all 
tha rights incident thereto, especially in (be ve- 
ry important one of \astitutiag their own go- 
veroments, has been decinred, and ts known to 
the world. Sepsrated, as we are, from Europe 
by the great Atlantic Ocean, we cen buve no 
concern in tbe wars of the Ksropean gorern- 
ments, Lof în the causes which produee them.

ever scale it may tuco, io its various vibrations, 
Cannot affect ua, Jt is the interest of the U- 
pited States to preserve the most friendly re!n- 
tione with every power, and on cvaditivas fair, 
equal, end eppliable to all, Bei in regerd to 
vur neighbours, vur sitgation is d:Ferent.
